The claim to priority as a 371 filing of PCT/EP03/08492 filed July 31 , 2003 which 
claims priority to DE 102 35 206.2 filed August 01 , 2002 has been granted in the instant 
application. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claims 5-9 were previously objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim cannot refer to another multiple 
dependent claim. Applicant has fixed the dependencies and the objection is withdrawn. 
The claims are now treated on the merits for this action 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-4 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kamal et al. (Tetrahedron Letters, 2003, 4783-4787) in view of 
Deeter et al. {Tetrahedron Letters, 1990, 7101-7104) and Zimmerman (USPN 
5,254,737). 

Applicant has perfected their foreign priority with a certified translation of the 
priority document that has 1 1 2 support for the claims. By virtue of the perfection of 
priority, Kamal et al. is no longer prior art, and the rejection is withdrawn.
